“Propaganda. Gesture” 
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Atomic Bombing With 
Only Small Force of 
Planes Would Cripple 


‘Enemy Country, Two 
Air -Experts Contend. 


} 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP)-—A 
couple of air strategists, speaking 
for themselves, believe the United 
States can win another war in 
f*om one to three months. They 
envision a “super blitz” of atomic 
bombe dropped by only a smal! 
force of planes, 

“They contend that 
bombing”-—-the costly program by 
which thousands of bombers pro- 
long attack on an enemy’s home- 
land for months or years—ended 
with World War II ‘and the ad- 
vent of the atomic bomb. 

These views are set 


forth in 


ecparate articles in the new edi-. 


tion of the Air University Quar- 
terly Review by Col. Frederick L. 
Moore and Col. Dale O. Smith, both 
of.the United States Air Force. 
The publication is put out by the 
ULS.A.F.’s Air University at Max- 
well Base, Ala. It takes pains to 
point out that articles carried by 
it “do not necessarily coincide 
with, nor are they officially those” 
of the Air Force. 

, Air Foree Policy Criticised. 

This seems to be applicable to 
the two articles. Indeed, Smith 
had some critical words for Air 
Force policy. He comments that 
“these misconceptions (about sus- 
teined bombing) are based on and 
fostered by the Air Force belief. 
that bombing must be conducted 
month after month. year after 
year, for an indefinite period. un- 
tl an enemy is pounded into sub- 
mission.” At another point he 
Pleads, “Let us not be bound 
dwn by orthodoxy.” 

Moore sees things this way: 

“With the use of atomic 
weepons, the mass bombing raids 
of World War II must be a thing 
of the past. Whatever the size 
of future bomber formations carry- 
ing atomic bombs, they will never 
equal the sige or frequency of 
strategic bombardment raids as 
we have known them. 

“Future formations carrying 
atomic bombs might well contain 
about 16 aircraft. We can expect 
such aircraft to be extremely fast. 
Speeds up to 450-500 miles an hour 
sgQuld be obtained for short in- 
tervals. with cruising speeds of 
309-550 miles an hour... . 

“Bomber raids will be concén- 
trated over a_ “relatively short 
period of time, perhaps no more 
than three months, at which time 
the war will have been decided 
one way or the other.” 

Smith goes in for some elabora- 
tion on how a _ super-blitz with 
nuclear fission explosives would 
operate. 

800 Bombers Deemed Enough. 

He thinks that 300 bombers 
could do the job, but to make 
estimates safe speculates that 370 
might be needed if losses to mis- 
sions ran as high ag 20 per cent. | 
(On only one or two occasions 
were World War IT losses as high | 
as that. The general figure was 
about 5 per cent or less.) 

Smith uses a shorter time in- 
terval, saying: “If a war lasts as 
long as one month. what possible | 
tergets will there be left to bomb | 
by conventional TNT bombers?” | 

Using atom bombs, Smith's plan | 
is this: 

The most effective air siege will | 
result by concurrently attacking | 
every critical element of an en- | 
enemy’s economy at the same time. | 
This will result in a general dis- 
{integration of all industry which 
will, in turn, prevent reconstruc- 
tion.

It has 
embarked on a nation-wide program to s0 
clarify definite issues as to compel mem- 
bérs of an undercover “fifth column’”’ to 
stand up and bé counted together with 
known leftist leaders in key posts in cer- 
tain unions. 

In effect, a ‘‘cold war’ is being waged 
within an organization numbering mort 
than 6,000,000 American wage earnefs. 
Leaders of the anti-Communist program 
entrust the final outcome to the common- 
sense and patriotism of the rank and file, 
once the lines are brought out into the open. 


That their confidence is not misplaced 
already has been demonstrated in the much- 
publicized drives against the Reds in some 
unions. They include Walter P. Reuther’s 
spectacular victory in the auto workers’ 
union; Joe Curran’s triumph in the Na- 
tional Maritime Union; and the current 
struggle, in the United Electrical Workers 
with its léftist leaders at bay.

Murray defined his position in a lette

However, state and local charter 
councils of the CIO are agencies of the 
organization and under duly adopted 
rules must carry out CIO policies.” 

Murray Was availed himself of his dis- 
ciplinary powers in many: cases, including 
removal of Harry Bridges, left-wing head 
of the longshoremen’s union, as CIO region- 
al director in Northern California. Bridges 
was fired because as a CIO official he sup- 
ported Henry A. Wallace’s third party.

Is that a bargain? 

The proposal would do this by increasing the 
gasoline tax by a cent and a half, and then dol- 
ing out dollars to cities of more than 750 popvu- 
lation, to counties and to road districts. The 
catch here is that loca) agencies would have to 
give up their present right to levy gasoline taxes. 

Quite aside from this gimmick and with the 
best of good will, the local authorities could not 
spenaé this money as effectively as the state 
commission. This would be made impossible 
alone by the duplication of equipment. 

Also, local authorities are not always paragons 
of all the public virtues. Not all of them would 
alweys resist the temptations to Boodle and 
graft involved in Proposition No. 1. 

The selfish interests which are spending so 
much money for its adoption, of course, talk 
about No. 1 as a better-roads measure. They 
offer this inducement and that. But on exam- 
ination, they all turn out to be phonies. As 
Hugh Stephens, former highway commissioner 
warns: “Miracles are promised to cities of 750 
population and over.” The state gas tax dole is 
suppose’? to provide off-street parking. stop 
lights, street clearing. grade separations, light- 
ing. repairs, the financing of bond issues and 
just about anything one can think of. 

Hard-pressed as St. Louis and Missouri's other 
larce cities are. they would welcome a miracle. 
But they have taken one long look at this one 
and lined up against it. Their officials know 
that the municipalities would have to pay more 
than they would get back. 

The more prosperous rural districts in all 
probability would be victimized In the same way. 
Allocation of state funds on a dollar basis, in- 
stead of on a basis of real need, is wide open to 
abuse. Nothing demonstrates this better than 
Missouri's present system of automatic alloca- 
tion of school funds. For years, that has en- 
abled some communities to shirk their proper 
burden at the expense of others. Certainly, such 
abuses should not be extended to the highways. 

The most outrageous thing in No. 1, however. 
is the exemption from loca! taxes which it pro- 
vides for the motor fuel business. The notori- 
ous Section 6 is the most brazen lobbyists’ dream 
to get by the legislators in a long, long time.

The tonnage royalty which the United Mine 
Workers of America collects on coal is making 
itself felt to good purpose in a study of silicosis 
and the means of treating it. The research is 
concentrated in the Jefferson Medical College 
Hospital of Philadelphia, which has received 
$575,000 for the project from the U.M.W.A. 
Anthracite Health and Welfare Fund. 

Silicosis is the impairment of the lungs by 
fibrous tissue resulting from the inhalation of 
dust over a long period. In recent figures of 
the Bureau of Mines, Illinois led the nation with 
about 8000 cases, and Missouri was seventh with 
3400 cases. 

In ordinary respiratory infections, it is easy 
enough for the patient to breathe medicated 
mists which give at least temporary relief. This

The new 
drug is available in limited quantities to 
physicians qualified to use it, but no one 
ean be certain how effective it will be in 
practical use. It is stili toe early in the 
game.” 


Sulfa, penicillin and streptomycin have 
written a brilliant record as conquerors of 
bacterial disease, but they leave almost 
untouched another great class of microbes: 
viruses. 

A new drug seems to have cracked the 
virus. Potentially the new drug opens the 
way for a pill which will conquer the com- 
mon cold. It opens the way to a drug 


which will stamp out flu epidemics. 


By now, over 100 children sick with polio 
have had this drug. In a heartening pro- 
portion of cases, fever 
— which marks the 
grim progress of the 
disease — has disap- 
peared in less than 
24 hours. If the 
drug’ has been ad- 
ministered early 
enough and in prop- 
er doses, the prog- 
ress of paralysis 
epparéntly has been 
stopped in its tracks. 

In 60 cases treated 
by one physician, 
there was but one death. This case arrived 
at the hospital late. 

The story of this research achievement, 
begins in the pretty little town of Pear! 
River, N.Y., the home of the Lederle Labo- 
ratories, makers of pharmaceutical prod- 
ucts. 


Patient Trial and Error

HE security a forest animal 
finds in protective colération 
an American finds in a white 
skin, with which he can blend 
into the social landscape and slip 
safely into schools, theaters, ho- 
tels, ete. There is, therefore, in- 
herent drama in a man’s auto- 
biography which begins: “I am 
a Negro, My skin is white, my 
eyes are blue, my hair is blond. 
The traits of my rate are no- 
where visible upon mé:’ The 
drama in this book, however, 
goes far beyond the personal, for 
the author's active life parallels 
almost exactly the 40 years of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
of which he fs an outstanding 
leader. 

These 40 years, as Mr. White 
re-tella them, were filled with 
lynchings, race riots, legal cases 
to s@cure equal educational fa- 
cilities and to end all forms of 
discrimination against Negroes. 
On the other hand they have 
seen great strides made, new 
friends won for the ideals of 
equal rights and better race re- 
lations. The organization has 
grown from a handful to more 
than a half million members of 
all races. As he tells his story 
it appears at once heartbreaking 
and gratifying. If there is too 
much empasis on the injustices, 
he says, there are two reasons. 
First, his life has been spent in 
this work, living with cases for 
months and even years on end. 
Secondly, injustice and intoler- 
ance anywhere are felt persona!- 
ly by all members of the perse- 
cuted group. As he goes from 
one to another incident the char- 
acters, the locales, the times 
change, but soon a pattern be-

F Mr. White is convinced that 

the greatest progress in raco 
rélations can be made through 
democratic and legal channels, 
He has no sympathy for, nor any 
desire to work with the Commu- 
nists.

We receive many letters during the year from folks 
who've made their first Ozark journeyings at our 
suggestion. In every case the writer agrees that no 
other state has more to offer in beauty; but nearly 
every Communication ends with some such thought as 
this: “Isn't it a pity that our state parks are mere 
Sunday picnic grounds, littered with lunch wrappings 
and pop bottles? Why can’t ‘we have state parks like 
Indiana?”—or Wyoming, Colorado, Minnesota or Wis- 
consin, as the case may be.

@ IT IS A PITY—AND IT PROBABLY is not the fault of ‘our 


Park Board; but the situation will never change as long as 
the parks are regarded as political footballs and until we have 
a sound recreational policy for the state and funds to 
implement it. For my part, I’d like to see these beauty spots 
turned over to our Conservation Commission with special funds 
for their development. 


Too many Missourians look on the Commission as function- 
ing only for the sportsmen—the hunters and fishermen—but this 
has never been its sole purpose. It has just as great an 
obligation to those citizens who enjoy their outdoor recreation 
without a sign of rod or gun, who go afield with camp gear, 
camera, field glasses or perhaps a canoe, but with no idea of 
catching ar killing anything. 
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@ GETTING BACK TO OUR TRIP AGAIN, you can awing 
northward on Highway 19 from Eminence over another beav- 
tiful stretch of road, crossing the Current again at Round 
Spring. A little farther to the north lies Shannondale Com- 
munity House where,;the Rev. Bucher ministers to his flock 
of mountain folk and carries on many interesting handicraft 
projects into the bargain. From Salem, if there is time, 
you can turn aside on 32 again, heading southwest to Montauk 
State Park which is a real beauty spot. 


‘The accommodations here are excellent, with well-equipped 
cabins and good meals at the central lodge. There is a 
reason why Montauk is ar exception to the rule that our state 
parks leave much to be desired. Here is one of our large trout 
hatcheries—and many miles of fine trout water running down 
to the Current river headwaters which are much patronized 
during the season by Missouri trout fishermen. But I doubt 
there'd be many fishermen there in October, while the scenery 
and hospitality certainly make a visit worth while. 
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@ YOU CAN FIND YOUR WAY HOME from Montauk, so 
I'll retrace our steps again to Eminence. He certainly needs 
no introduction, but if the main objective of your trip happens 
to be fishing, Walter Bales has long been one of the finest 
and most competent outfitters in this part of Missouri, with 
excellent guides and equipment for floats of any length and 
on a number of fine bass streams, depending on conditions.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2? (AP)— 
A French scientist has announced 
a new bug-against-bug test for 
diagnosing infantile paralysis. He 
says it may provide science with 
its long-sought method for de- 
tecting. poliomyelitis easily, inex- 
pensively and on & mass scale. 

The test involves playing one 
polio strain against another in an 
“interference phenomenon” using 
laboratory mice. 

Up to now the only reliable 
test for tecting polio in the 

involved infecting 

monkeys with material suspected 

of containing polio virus.
